W ashington, 
Feb. 
21.— The 
hou»e 
afte r a seven hours' session passed 
the naval appropriation bl.l carrying 
H total of $'.*.314,353. 
The provision 
for two battleships, as reported by the 
com m ittee on naval affairs, was re­ 
tained. 
Both the m ajority and minor­ 
ity were badly divided over the propo­ 
sition, at least 40 m em bers of the lat 
ter going over to the Republicans 
while abou t an equal num ber of Re 
publicans voted in opposition. 
Several im portant changes In the 
bill were made. 
The 
proposed in 
crease of 1.200 men and officers for the 
marine corps was stricken out. as was 
also the provision authorizing the con 
struction of a collier somewhere else 
than at the Mare Island navy yard in 
■California. 
In order to do the work 
:>etter an item of $175,000 was inserted 
for the proper equipment of the Mare 
Island yard. 
Several times during the dphate the 
assassination of Grand Duke Sergius 
was referred to. the subject 
being 
brought up by Mr. B aker of New \ o r k 
who condemned the action of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt in sending a message 
of condolence to Russia expressing 
the sentiment 
that 
the government 
and American people viewed the act 
with abhorrence. 
The people, he de­ 
clared. did view with abhorrence the 
m assacre in St. P etersburg on Jan. 22, 
but the president, lie said, had not 
seen fit to send a m essage of condo­ 
lence on that occasion. 
He was replied to by Mr. Grosvenor 
of Ohio, who took the ground that re­ 
gardless of the ch aracter of the duke 
o r the question of the right or wrong 
of R ussia’s policy toward her subjects, 
the president in sending the message 
he did had done exactly what civiliza 
tlon recognized as his duty. 
T he climax cam e later in the day 
when Mr. Baker read a resolution on 
the subject, which he subsequently in 
trodueed and which in effect was a re 
iteration of his rem arks previously 
m ade 
lie explained that his object 
in so doing was because it had been 
suggested that in that event a motion 
would be made 
to 
expel him. 
He 
shouted defiance to any mem ber of the 
house to make the motion as he de­ 
posited the resolution and took his 
seat amid the confusion and turmoil 
which the incident had created.

IS miles southwest of Birmingham, 
more than 100 union miners arc en 
tombed and it is believed that the en 
tir* number suffered death 
Scores of 
vigorous rescuers are ai work digging

mine to relieve their friends 
an I comrades on the inside. 
The explosion is believed to have 
been caused by an accumulation of 
dust, although the mine has hereto­ 
fore been noted for being entire > free 
from gases.

camp is almost isolated from the rest 
of the world, as there is no telephone 
station ai Virginia and the only wiiv 
running to the plat*« is a dispatcher's 
wire of the Birmingham Mineral rail 
road, on which Virginia is located. 
Details of the disaster were slow to 
com»« in 
The class of miners employed was 
the be st In the district and till be­ 
longed to the rutted Mine Workers of 
America. 
Since the strike has been 
on in the Birmingham district many 
of the most industrious and thrifty 
miners of Pratt City ami other im 
portant mining points have removed 
to the Virginia 
mines, so that 
the 
mines were being worked to their full 
capacity by the most skilled miners of 
the community. 
Relief trains 
with surgeons 
and 
workmen were dispatched from both 
Birmingham and Bessemer as soon as 
the news of the disaster was learned 
They began the work of succor In 
earnest before 6 o’clock and at mid­ 
night had not gotten half way through 
the mass of debris. 
It is thought that 
it will be 10 o’clock this morning be 
fore the interior of the slope is reach­ 
ed. The slopes are well arranged and 
there has never been the least trouble 
in th«* mines before. They are owned 
by the Alabama Steel and Wire com 
pany, but are leased and operated by 
Reid A Co.
